LONDON, Dec. 17.—Although the Bul- 
garians have halted to the north of the 
Greek boundary and have made no at- 
tempt to follow the British and French 
forces falling back on Saloniki, there is 


a possibility that the operations against 


the entente allies may not long be de- 


ferred. Unofficial advices say that 60,- 
000 Germans are now at Gievgeli, near 
the Greek border, and that others are 
approaching. 

France and Great Britain, however, 
continue to land additional forces of 
men and arms and ammunition at Sa- 
Joniki, and a Saloniki dispatch quotes a 
high officer there as saying that the 
entente allies will not quit Saloniki un- 
til peace is signed. 

It is definitely announced that the 
Italians have effected a landing on the 
Albanian coast. The Anglo-French 
force's Saloniki reinforcements include 
some heavy naval guns.

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ASQUITH'S WIFE, 
IN COURT, ACCUSES 
PAPER OF LIBEL 


Her Attorney Asks That London 
Globe Be Restrained From 
Printing Attacks. 


DESCRIBED AS TRAITOR 


She Was Accused of Disloyalty 
Through Association With 
German Prisoners. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—Mrs. Herbert H. 
Asquith, wife of the Premier, ap- 
peared asa plaintiff in Chancery Cour 
today, demanding an order to restrain 
the Globe from the publication of al- 
leged libels. Mrs. Asquith’s attorney 
said: 

“For a whole fortnight before the 
issue of this writ Mrs. Asquith has 
been deliberately pursued in the de- 
fendant’s newspaper with accusations 
of disloyalty and of association with 
German prisoners at Donnington Hall. 
She has been described as a traitor 
and a disgrace to her sex, and at- 
tacked in most opprobrious terms. 
These attacks were systematically 
and malevolently maintained and 
only suspended after the writ had 
been issued.“ 

Opposes a Postponement. 

The attorney opposed the Globe’s 
request for a postponement, urging 
the Court not to deprive the plaintiff 
of this opportunity to clear herself 
publicly. 

The persecution of Mrs. Asquith has 
been going on nearly a whole year,“ he 
said. It began last spring in another 
newspaper which the defendant doubt- 
less would say was of a lower class 
than the Globe. That paper had to 
apologize publicly and at Mrs. Asquith’s 
request pay £100 to the Red Cross fund. 

“The same pen who disseminated these 
libels through the Globe sent sheaves 
of anonymous letters to the plaintiff 
and imputations against her were made 
in social circles. The matter has now 
come to a head in a form where the 
defendants can be brought to account 
and made to give their reasons for the 


| accusations.” 


MARCONI MAKES HIS DEBUT 
AS A SENATOR OF ITALY 


Addresses Colleagues on Pian of Re- 
ducing Freight Rates on Supplies 
for the Allies. 

ROME, Dec. 17.—Guglielmo Marconi 
made his debut as a Senator yesterday, 
speaking on the statement made Dec. 1 
by Foreign Minister Sonnino relative to 
Italy’s policy. Senator Marconi said that 
among the belligerent countries he had 
visited, Italy is the one where the great- 

est liberty is enjoyed. 

The speaker thought that the Italians, 
British, French and Russians fought 
with equal valor, but that all needed 
perfect reciprocal assistance in the mat- 
ter of supplies and the commercial 
fields. He hinted at the possibility that 
the entente Governments might requisi- 
tion all the craft in their mercantile ma- 
rines with a view of obtaining lower 
freight rates for the transportation of 
the most needed necessaries.

EXPORT OF COD LIVER OIL 


Will Only Be Shipped to British Con- 
suls in Boston and New York 
and Two Firma. 

ST. JOHNS, N. F., Dec. 17.—Restric- 
tions by the New Foundland Govern- 
ment on the export of cod liver oil were 
announced today. Because information 
had been received that a large quantity 
of oll had found its way to Germany, 
where the glycerine contained it could 
be utilized in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives, the Government canceled al! 
the licenses under which traders for- 

merly exported the product.

INQUEST SHOWS

Policemen Found Bullets 
Walls and on Floor at 1420 
N. Seventh Street.

BODY CARRIED TO LOT 


Six Men Held and Police Are 
Searching for Two Others 
Recently Wounded. 


Testimony at the inquest begun to- 
day into the death of John (“Red”) 
Murphy, gangster, of 1021 Howard 
street, who was found yesterday aft- 
ernoon on a lot at Sixth street and 
Cass avenue with four bullet wounds 
in his head and body, indicated that 
he was killed in a gang fight in a 
clubroom in the rear of 1420 North 
Seventh street, in which at least 
seven shots were fired. 

Policemen testified. that seven bul- 
let marks were found on the walls of 
the clubroom and that five flattened 
bullets were found on the floor. Five 
of the bullet marks were on the south 
wall and two on the north wall. 

Murphy’s Hat in Room. 

There was a pool of blood on the floor, 
on which ashes had been thrown, and 
blood spots on the doorsill. Murphy's 
hat was found in the room. There were 
evidences of a struggle. There had beet: 
a fresh fall of plastering. Most of the 
meager furnishings had been removed. 

Mike Tadachie of 1416 North Sixth 
street testified that he heard shots in 
the clubroom at about 11:30 o’clock 
Wednesday night, followed by voices in 
the alley. The conversation indicated 
that something was being carried. There 
was a light in the clubroom. 

Testimony of members of the club, 
who are held by the police, was that 
James Feeney locked up the place at 
7 o'clock Wednesday night. Feeney 
testified that he closed up Wednesday 
night after putting out the light, but 
when he passed there at 7 o'clock 
Thursday morning the lamp was 
burning. He returined at noon and the 
stove, table and chairs had been re- 
moved. He denied that he saw blood. 
stains. : 

The inquest was continued to to- 
morrow for further testimony. 

The body, partially concealed by a 
billboard and an old boiler, apreared 
to have been on the vacant lot since the 
night before, exposed to the rain and 
sleet. It was discovered by Grenda Pow- 
ers and Mary Milzark, emploved ‘n the 
neighborhood, and the police were noti- 
fied. 

Six Men Arrested. 

Six men have been arrested and are 
held by the police in connection with 
the killing. They are John O'Hara, 24 
years old, of 1331 North Seventh street: 
John Dyrexks, 26, 1432 North Seventh 
street; James Feeney, 26, 4221 North 
Market street; James Murphy, 35, 2 
St. Louis avenue; John Balzer, 24, 1733 
O' Fallon street, and John Marchiewsky, 
24, 1317 North Eighth street. 

The police are searching for Bart 
O'Donnell, 23, of 1113 North Broadway. 
who was found shot and wounded on 
the night of Nov. 20, at Eleventh and 
O’Falion streets. John O'Hara was 
taken from his home on the night of 
Sept. 20, with five bullet wounds in his 
breast and arms. 

Both O'Donnell and O'Hara were fre- 
quenters of the clubroom. 

Murphy, the police say, was much in 
the company of O’Donnell, and was 
considered one of his henchmen. He 
had a police record and had serve 
terms in the reform school and the 
workhouse.

Countess, Said to Be Fiancee of 
British War Secretary, Was 
Vicereine of India, 
FAMOUS AS 


A BEAUTY 


Late Husband Was for Six Years 
Governor-General of Canada 
—Has Grownup Children.

LONDON, Dec. 17.—It is learned on!’ 


excellent authority that the engagement 
of Earl Kitchener of Khartoum to the 
Vowager Countess of Minto will be an- 
nounced shortly. 


The Countess has been a widow for 


almost two years, her husband, the 
Earl of Minto, having died on Feb. 28. 
1914. He was Viceroy of India in suc- 
cession to Lord Curzon of Kedelstone. 
who resigned the viceroyalty because 
the home Government supported Lord 
Kitchener, then Commander in Chief of 
the Indian army, in his dispute with 
Lord Curzon over the reorganization of 
the army. 

Earl Minto went to India from Canada, 
where he was Governor-General for six 
years. 

Countess’ Father Gen. Grey. 

The Countess of Minto is the daughter 
of the late Gen. Charles Grey and a 
first cousin of the present Earl Grey. 
She is considered one of the most tal- 
ented noblewomen in England and in 
her younger days was famous for her 
beauty. She has five children, the eldest 
born in 1884. The present Earl of Minto 
was born in 1891. Her three daughters 
are all married. 

The fact that Earl Kitchener has al- 
ways been understood to hold that a 
soldier should be wedded to his profes- 
ion and take no other bride, will add 
to the tremendous popular interest in 
his marriage, although this is consid- 
ered by those who know best to have 
heen only a popular myth. It “is said 
that there is a Countess, who in years 
gone by might have deen Lady Kitch- 
ener had she chosen. 

Countess Vistted Newport. 

The Dowager, Countess of Minto, with 
her daughter, Lady Eileen Elliott, visit- 
ed Newport in 1903, during her husband’s 
term of office as Governor-General of 
Canada and became very popular in so- 
ciety. Later, with her sister, the 
Countess of Antrim, she visited Wash- 
ington as guest of the British embassy 
and was entertained at the White House 
by President and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

While in England the fact that K. 
of K.“ is to be married will form the 
prime feature of the news, it is safe to 
say that in Canada, at least, the news 
that the Countess of Minto is to be mar- 
ried will be at least as important as 
the fact that she is to marry the fa- 
mous Field Marshal and Secretary of 
War. During her six years’ residence 
at Rideau Hall her beauty, her generous 
disposition and her large charities all 
made their appeal, but her active work 
as a boomer“ for Canada made 
especially beloved. 

She Has Gifted Pen. 

Lady Minto has a gifted pen, and she 
found time from the duties of presid- 
ing over the viceregal household in 
Montreal to contribute a number of 
articles to English and American maga- 
vines extolling the beauties of Cana- 
dian scenery, the wealth of Canada’s 
natural resources and the opportunities 
awaiting those who —ould become Ca- 
nadians. 

While in India the Earl and Countess 
of Minto had one narrow escape from 
death, when, on Nov. 13, 1908, at Ahme- 
dabad, two bombs were thrown at their 
carriage by a native fanatic, neither of 
them exploding.

NEW YORK, Dee. F. — Theodore 
Roosevelt, who wants the United States 
to go to war with Germany because of 


the invasion of Belgium, as the success- 
ful presidential candidate of the Ger- 
man-American vote, is the vision which 
Prof. Hugo Muensterberg of Harvard 
wets forth tn the forthcoming issue of 
the Fatherland. 

“From this day on,“ says Prof. Muen- 
sterberg, those around Wilson know 
that it may happen that Roosevelt will 
be carried into the White House on 
German-American shoulders.” 

He bases this conclusion on recent 
article by the Colonel, on Germany's 
lessons for the United States,“ which 
he describes as the bridge over which 
the German-Americans can reach the 
Roosevelt camp again.“ 

Prof. Muensterberg goes on to explain 
that no German-American need take the 
Colonel’s denunciation of the German 
cause seriously, because no one takes 
him without a grain of salt. It would 
be simply absurd to measure his words 
by the same scale as those of Root, Taft 
or Wilson.” 

J have not the slightest doubt that 
there could have been no greater good 
fortune for Germany, so far as America 
ia concerned, than if Roosevelt had 
been President in August, 1914.“ 

“Weuld Have Halted England.“ 

The reason for this view ia that in 
that case the Colonel, in the professor's 
view, would have resisted ‘‘England's 
attack against America’s independence” 
and “ a dam would have been built 
against the flood of lies which inun- 
dated the country.”’ 

“Thé psychological equation of his 
personality,” explains the distin- 
guished German psychologist, “makes 
him a pro-German in all that is best 
in him, and only his temper and his 
perpetual desire to be with the 
masses made him a pro-ally,” 

Passing thence to a more general 
view, the Professor foresees that 
after the war will come a reorgan- 
tzation of America, which will “imbue 
the American ration with German 
ideals,” and “no one is so well pre- 
pared as Roosevelt to hear this new 
call.“ 

Still Prof. Muensterberg observes 
that “it would be a new political 
blunder of the German-Americans— 
if they were to break with Prestdent 
Wilson completely,” and by compari- 
son with the Massachusetts election, 
he reaches the conclusion that “the 
presidential elections will be decided 
by German-Ameficans, and both sides 
know it.“ 

Although publishing Prof. Muen- 
aterberg'’s letter, Mr. Viereck, the 
Fatherlands editor, disagrees with 
him in a foreword, in which he says: 

"It seems to us inconceivable that 
the German-Americans could support 
Roosevelt in view of his insults and 
grataitous assaults on the good name 
of the German race.

ABYSSINIA OFFERS

| Young Emperor Proposes to Put 
200,000 Men in Field as 
Required. 


Paris, Dec. 17—Lidji Jeassu, the young 
Emperor of Abyssinia, is so favorably 
disposed toward the entente allies that 
he not only resisted efforts of German 
egents to induce him to abrogate trea- 
ties with Great Britain, Italy and 
France last year, but offered 200,000 sol- 
diers to be used by the allies as their 
military necessities demanded, according 
to Pierre Alype, a member of the Colo- 
nial Committee of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. 

Alype made the assertion in connection 
vith the resolution now before the For- 
eign Affairs and Colonial Committees of 
the Chamber, offered by Gratien Can- 
dace, a deputy from Guadaloupe, that 
the French Government, in accord with 
the allies of France, seek immediately 
the means of securing the co-operation 
of Abyssinian troops under a guarantee 
of the independence of that country. 

With regard to this proposition, it is 
recalled that the late King Menelik con- 
cluded a treaty of alliance with France 
in 1907. Alype pointed out that the 
French railroad connecting the French 
port of Jubitil with Addis Abeba in 
Abyssinia would make possible the 
rapid transportation of troops to the 
coast, where within four days they could 
reach Suez, or in five days Bassora in 
Mesopotamia.

The German notes in the Lusitania 
correspondence all had their critics, some 
finding Germany too conciliatory and 
others insufficiently adept, but the gen- 
eral opinion expressed in political cir- 
cbhles is that Baron Burian struck ex- 
actly the right note and by inviting 
Washington to enter on an interchange 
of views and submit some proof for the 
charges, shifted the onus of defense to 
the shoulders of the American Govern- 
ment. 

„Cannot Be Intimidated.” 

The Taglische Rundschau says Presi- 
dent Wilson will be undeceived if he 
bad hoped to intimidate Austria-Hun- 
gary through a note, the tone of which, 
it says, would have excited remark even 
if addressed to a South American coun- 
try. The newspaper finds Baron Buri- 
an’s answer, which it says is couched in 
the most polite phrases of HWuropean 
diplomacy, was the only possible one 
which could have been given to the 
note, and that it maintains the prestige 
and interests of Austria-Hungary clev- 
erly and energetically. 

„It it receives an unfriendly reception 
in America,” says the newspaper, “Bar- 
on Burian may console himself with the 
fact that all the conciliation of the Ger- 
man Government has met only with un- 
friendliness—even hostility.” 

Offenses Against Teutons, 

The Taglische Rundschau recites a 
long list of alleged American offenses 
against the Teutonic Powers, including 
the demand for recall of Capts.

Is Series of Failures 
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F Sir John French had been a su- 
bordinate of Joffre’s be would 
have been serapped after the bat- 

tle of Mons. His blunder in the open- 
ing battle was a blunder which had 
heavy consequences for France and 
almost cost Great Britain the only 
army she then had on foot. 

Late in the afternoon of Aug. 23 
Sir John French, still fighting the 
opening phase of the battle of Mons, 
was informed by Joffre that the two 
French armies to the east were re- 
treating after a severe engagement 
whieh had turned out badly. Sir 
John French was advised that his 
own flank was threatened and that 
he was hopelessly out numbered. 

Despite this warning the British 
commander did not begin his retreat 
until 20 hours after the notice. He 
was deceived by the success of the 
operations in his immediate front and 
seems to have imagined that be could 
win another Waterloo. 


When French finally decided to re- 
treat his situation was critical. Kluck's 
flanking corps was coming up It was, 
in fact, almost on the flank of the 
British army. The battle of Cambral,

French's own words, when the British

No army ever shone more brilliantly 
than the: British force in this terrible 
operation, Only veterans, professional 
troops, could have retreated under such 
pressure and escaped a rout.

Thus, while the two 
French armies to the east had checked 
the Germans on their front at Guise and 
near Rethel, the condition of the Brit- 
ish was such that Joffre had to give up 
the line of the Champagne hills and 
the Somme and retire to the Marne.

His missiOn was to pin 
down two of Kluck’s corps, while Ma- 
nourey struck east from Paris on the 
extreme flank of all the German armies 
and rolled it up. But French was slow 
and displayed a McClellan-like tendency 
to exaggerate the force before him. His 
slowness permitted Kluck to draw back 
the two corps in front of the British, 
transfer them to his imperilled flank 
and throw the Paris army back. The 
overestimate of the German numbers 
led to the diversion to Sir John French 
of half a corps, which might have given 
the Paris army a decisive advantage. 


In consequence of Sir John French's 
slowness at the Marne, the decision of 
the battle was not had before Paris 
as Joffre had planned. Instead it was 
obtained by Foch in the center about 
La Fere Champenolse. 


“My right is beaten, my left is re- 
tiring, my center is crumbling; at this 
point I take the offensive.” These are 
the words of Foch, and they contrast 
unpleasantly with French's. 


Foch’s Success Was Complete. 

Foch's success against Hausen was 
complete and a general German retire- 
ment became necessary. The German 
center was shattered. But Kluck had 
won clear of the trap Joffre had set. 
thanks to French's failure, and got 
back to the Aisne in good order. In 
consequence the Marne was not, as it 
should have been, a victory which 
cleared French territory of the Ger- 
mans. 

At the first battle of Ypres French 
did well, although there was even 
here a degree of slowness. The battle 
was a British battle, the Waterloo 
sort of fight, a battle in which the 
British stood and died. It was not a 
case of tactics, certainly not of strat- 
egy. It was just a stand up fight on 
a fixed line and it was by the same 
quality that won Waterloo; but it was 
a soldiers’ battle, pure and simple. 


The next failure of French was at 
Neuve Chapelle. The German lines 
were broken, the Aubers ridge was 
within the grasp of the victors—but 
the supports did not come up, the 
Germans had time to come back, For 
some hours the great city of Lille 
seemed to be within reach of the 
British and France would have been 
liberated. But the same slowness, the 
same lack of appreciation of the act- 
val situation disclosed at the Marne 
lost the great profits. There was 
won a town already in ashes; the line 
went forward a few roda. That was 
all and it cost nearly 15,000 in casual. 
ties. 


Then came the munitions scandal. 


Who was to blame—Kitchener, French 


or both? It ts impossible to say. But 
the fact is that there was a stupid, 
hopeless blundering, and the British 
were disclosed unready for the great 
‘drive’ France, Russia, Nurope had 
expected. So Gérmany went east and 
won the great Russian campaign.

By autumn the British had muni- 
tions. The Balkan crisia had come 
and it was essential to make some 
move that would impress the doubtfdl 
states.

to be heard has been, “The British are 
always too slow, they don't arrive. 
In Paris everyone praises the gallantry

In recent months there has been a 
restlessness in France not discernable 
six months ago. It ts not a desire for 
peace, it is not awakening in any de- 
gree—but it is a sense of the relative 
smallness of the return in view of the 
completeness of French effort and the 
greatness of French sacrifice. Last 
summer it became necessary to send 
some eminent French publicists, Jo- 
seph Reinach among them, to Eigtan4 
to see with their own eyes that the 
British were getting their armies on 
foot. Their reports allayed French ap- 
prehension, but Loos revived it, 

In the Civil War the North passed 
through the same period of defeat 
that the British are still enduring. 
But the North was not facing Ger- 
many, but a South almost as wnpre- 
pared as itself. In many ways 
French has played the role of Me- 
Clellan in our great war. But he 
seems to have falled where McClellan 
succeeded. He has failed both in 
making an army and handling it. 


Much Depends on Haig. 

Today Great Britain has numbers, 
munitions, a country at last alive to 
its peril and its duty. In the same 
situation the North found Grant, 
Sherman and Sheridan. The South 
Lee, Jackson and Johnston, Has

| County Poultry and Pigeon 
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Bernard Fels, Who Fell From 
Shed, Is Regaining Control 
of Paralyzed Legs. 


Bernard Fels, 3 years old, of 5321 
West avenue, a. church organ builder, 
has lived six weeks with a broken 
neck and today his physicians announced 
that his chance for complete recovery 
were favorable. 


Fels is a patient at the Lutheran Hos- 
pital, where his case is being closely 
watched by physicians, because he was 
one of two patients with broken necks 
there at one time. The other patient, 
Charles A. Fach, who lived at the Ber- 
lin Hotel, died Dec, 6, after living six 
weeks. His neck was broken in an auto- 
mobile accident. 

Fels broke his neck in a fall from a 
shed at his home, on Sunday, Nov. 7. 
When taken to the hospital he was 
paralyzed from the waist down and the 
nerves of his arms and the upper part 
of his body were affected, although he 
retained consciousness. 

There was a marked difference, how- 
ever, in the cases of Fach and Fels, ac- 
cording to physicians, which gives Fels 
a much greater chance for recovery. In 
the case of Fach, the post-mortem ex- 
amination revealed that the sixth ver- 
tebrae was crushed and the spinal cord 
was injured for a distance of about two 
inches. This, the physicians say, made 
his recovery impossible and they ex- 
pressed surprise that he lived six weeks 
after being hurt. 

Fels has a simple longitudinal frac- 
ture of the sixth vertebrae, which has 
not Injured the spinal cord or any other 
part of the spihal column. The paraly- 
sis in his case is said to be due to a 
hemorrhage, the effects of which are 
passing away. Owing to the nature of 
the fracture, no harness is being used 
on Fels, nor will he have to wear what 
is, known as a “jury mast". to support 
his head in case he recovers. Fels has 
now regained complete use of his arms 
ard is beginning to acquire control of 
his legs.

Capt. Boy-Ed Styles Account as 
“Fabrication ;”” McAdoo Calls 
it “Falsehood.” 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Several New 
York newspapers and others throughout 
the country, including the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, published a story yes- 
terday for which ne authority was giv- 
en, that a confidentiai report compiled 
by a staff officer of the United States 
navy for the information of President 


Wilson and Secretary Daniels had been 
Obtained by the office of the German 
naval attache Boy-Ed in New York. 
No facts to substantiate the story 
have been brought forward, and the 
persons concerned met the tale with 
either silence, ridicule or emphatic de- 
nial. Capt. Boy-Ed issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

J have, of course, read and with sur- 
prise and indignation the extraordinary 
stories contained in this (Thursday) 
morning’s papers seriously reflecting 
upon my personal integrity and official 
conduct. 

Calls Stories False. 
“Because of my official relation to 
the German embassy I have heretofore 
felt constrained to suffer generally in 
silence the many newspaper reflectiors 
upon me and my activities in this coun- 
try, as it is contrary to diplomatic eti- 
quette in my country to take note of 
irresponsible and unofficial statements. 
Being now no longer a member of the 
embassy, I feel at liberty to character- 
ize the various stories in this morn- 
ing’s papers as fabrications and inven- 
tions from beginning to end without 80 
much as a vestige of foundation in fact 
on which to base them. 

“If I correctly understand the purport 
of these articles, they represent me as 
having in effect stolen through secret 
agents from the very shadow of the 
hite House a digest or a copy of u 
confidential report that was being pre- 
pared by navy officers for President 
Wilson, or of having in some way 
known of or come into possession of 
some such report. 
“In point of fact I never heard of such 
report or that such report was being 
compiled for the President or for the 
United States Government or for any- 
body else. I know of no American, 
patriotic or otherwise, young or old, 
such as is referred to in these articles 
and have never had any American citi- 
zen employed in my office.’ The ‘pa- 
triotic young American’ referred to is 
as mythical as is the rest of the ‘ab- 
surd story. 
“The story bears every indication of 
belonging to that large assortment that 
has been industriously manufactured 
by the allies’ Press Bureau which has 
done such effective work in poisoning 
the public mind against the cause of 
my country. BOY-ED, 
“Captain I. G. N. 
“New York, Dec. 16, 1915.’’ 

Von Bernstorff Sees Boy-Ed. 
Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, made a hurried trip from 
Washington, conferred at the Ritz Carl- 
ton with Capt. Boy-Ed and another and 
returned last night. He refused to di- 
vulge the reason for the trip, but said 
of the stolen naval report story: 

“T have no official cognizance that 
such a charge has been made against 
Naval Attache Boy-Ed. Fabrications of 
that kind do not worry me. They are 
too transparent to be taken seriously.“ 


“Tissue of Falsehood,’ Comment of 
McAdoo Upon Story. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.— A tissue of 
falsehood and invention,“ said Secre- 
tary McAdoo of stories printed in New 
York and other newspapers this morn- 
ing, linking him with the “leak” of a 
highly important naval report that was 
alleged to have fallen into the hands 
of the naval attache of the German 
embassy. 
Secretary McAdoo declared he. had 
never had a naval report in his posses- 
sion. 
Joseph P. Tumulty, the President's 
secretary, said the stories were without 
foundation cs far as he was advised. 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt of the 
Navy said he could not think of any 
confidential“ report prepared for the 
President which would be of any pos- 
sible interest to the German Govern- 
ment. 
State Department officials announced 
that the recall of Capt. Boy-Ed was not 
based upon the disappearance of any 
Government reports and that the de- 
partment had no knowledge concerning 
any such report.

The Aldermen yesterday adopted a 
resolution asking an opinion of Counsel- 
or Daues before 4 p. m. today, as they 
have voted to adjourn over the holidays 
and would not have time to make the 


tu be held Jan. 13, when they resume 
sessions. 

Counselor Daues will instruct the Al- 
dermen that it is the duty of all city 
efficial sto presume every section of the 
new charter is valid until the courts de- 
cide otherwise. Daves said also that 
the late Judge Dillon of New York, who 
was the accepted authority on muz.ici- 
pal law affecting bond issues, held that 
the initiative system in a St. Louis 
charter was valid because not inconsist- 
ent with the State Constitution since 
1208, when it was amended to permit the 
initiative in State legislation. 

Charies W. Bates, former City Coun- 
selor, advised a board of freeholders in 
1910 that the initiative system would be 
invalid in a city charter because the 
State Constitution stipulated the legis- 
lative powers of the city shall be vested 
ir a Municipal Assembly.“ Judge Dil- 
lon’s opinion was rendered last year. 

Daues said today that, even if it should 
be held that the initiative section of 
the new charter was unconstitutional, he

1000. SEATS AT 
MUNICIPAL DANCE 
NEW YEAR'S EVE 


Twelfth Street to Be Asphalted 
and Corn Meal Used to 
Make Gliding Surface. 


Seats for 1000 spectators will be pro- 


in “Christmas Court,“ on Twelfth 
street, between St. Charles and Olive 
streets. A new set of bleachers, recent- 
ly purchased by the Park Department, 
will be used for the first time. 

One section of the seats Will be placed 
at the Olive street end of the dance 
arena and another will be at the north 
end. Each section will seat about 600 
persons. 

The big Christmas tree will be placed 
on the west side of the street car tracks 
on Twelfth street. north of Locust street 
and directly in front of Hotel Jefferson. 
Smaller trees will border the two blocks 
on both sides of the streets from St. 
Charles to Olive street and will be con- 
nected with lines of electric lights. 
The dance arena will be surrounded 
by wire netting to prevent crowding of 
the dancers. The space will be 60 by 
180 feet, twice the size of the arena last 
year. Two entrances on the west side 
will be made, and the dancers will be 
required to clear the floor by using two 
exits on the east side. 

The granite paving blocks between the 
street car tracks will be temporarily 
covered with a coating of asphalt, mak- 
ing the entire arena smooth for danc- 
ing. Corn meal will be used to further 
improve the paving for dancers. 
Bonfires will be built at each end of 
the dance arena, on armor plate two feet 
above the stfeet surface. Four oil stoves 
will be used in the bandstand for the 
musicians. The bandstand will be 
equipped with curtains to break the wind 
from the musicians. 


School Children Win Sing Carols 
Christmas Eve. 

St. Louis is the first city in the 
United States to have public school 
pupils revive the old custom of carol 
singing at Christmastime. Thirty- 
seven groups of singers, from the 
seventh and eighth grades of the 
grammar schools, as well as high 
schools, will sing on Christmas eve 
in the interests of the St. Louis Chi- 
dren's Aid Society for the destitute 
and homeless children of St. Louis.

During my, 
more soldiers than 1 did in a wee 


Very few of the sol- 


diers one sees around Brussels are armed. There are sentries at the Gare du 
Nord, in front of the various administrative offices and the Palais de Justice. 


Oceasiomally a smail detachment marches through the streets. 


The majority 


of the coldiers one sees are men off duty who are taking the air or sight- 


seeing. 

About 50,000 German troops are in and 
around Brussels, most of them members 
of the landsturm, and consequently men 


| between 40 and 50 years old They are 


not billeted on the townspeople, as many 
people in America suppose. They are 
quartered in barracks, but most of thei: 
Waking hours—except when they are 
on duty—are spent in the city. 


There has been a great change in the 
appearance of the German troops in 
Brussels since the early days of the 
war. The first troops that occupied the 
tapital were beardless youths, straight 
as ramrods, with monocled officers in 
immaculate uniforms. The troops there 
today are mustached or bearded, many 
of them decidedly overweight, with spec- 
tacled officers in ill-fitting garb. 


To be sure, you will see a number 
of smart looking officers at Gen. von 
Bissing’s headquarters, but neither the 
average soldier nor officer in Brussels 
today is typical of the German army as 
it was before the war. 

All Anxtous to Return Home. 

I talked with several soldiers duriny 
my walk along the botanical gardens to 
the boulevard Des Arts on my Way o 
the American legatlon. The soldiers ! 
chatted with in Gérman would not talk 
about themselves, but the old landsturm- 
ers (old when military ages are consirl- 
ered) here in Brussels are only too glad 
to find a sympathetic ear. Nearly every- 
one I have met has told me how many 
children he has at home, and how anx 
lous he is to get back to his fireside 
They are a homesick lot, the present 
occupants of Brussels, and as well be 
haved and orderly set of men as one 
could find the world over. 


Next to the omnipresent landsturmers 
the most noticeable change in Brussels 
is in the appearance of the inhabitants 
The people of Brussels are in mourning 
tor the sad plight of their country. They 
are dressed in black. I did not en- 
counter a genuine touch of color any- 
where during. my stay in the Belgian 
capital. At first this did not etrik 2 
ine as surprising, but after several hours 
without seeing any joyful raiment (| 
do not consider the gray cloaks of the 
Germans objects of joy) 1 began 0 
experience a feeling of depression. It 
is impossible to explain my sensations 
except to say that I felt like a visitor 
in a home where death had come.

SUGGESTS NEW STATUTES | 


Proposes to Forbid Purchase of 
Foreign Goods Under Cer- 
tain Circumstances. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1¢.—Legislation 
to protect the industrial and commer-. 
clal markets of the United States from 
“destructive type of struggle and un- 
fair competition’ at the close of the 
European war, is recommended to Con- 
gress by Secretary Redfield, in his an- 
nual report. Every stratagem of indus- 
trial war, he says, will be used by 
powerful foreign agencies against Amer- 
ican industries, which may menace 
large markets heretofore controlled 
abroad. 

“In my judgment,” said the Secre- 
tary, the matter is one which may be 
more wisely treated as an attempted 
wrong to be forbidden than as an eco- 
nomic matter which needs to be re- 
strained. I should prefer, therefore, to 
deal with it by a method other than 
tarifis, classing it as an offense simi- 
lar to the unfair domestic competition

Wants Foreign Trade Co-Operation. 
Co-operation of business concerns in 


foreign trade is suggested to permit 
admission of the smaller tradesmen into 
that field of activity. 

“The present law plays into the hands 
of the larger concerns and shuts out 
small ones from important markets,“ 
the Secretary says. “Provision should 
be made whereby such concerns may, 
with due safeguards against monopoly, 
co-operate in the foreign field. The 
whole matter should be placed under 
the supervision of the Federal Trade 
Commission and should be subject to 
full .publicity. It is not intended that 
this co-operation shall extend inte the 
domestic feld.“ 

Secretary Redfield expresses the hope 
that American banks will be pemitted 
to co-dperate, under supervision of the 
Federal: Reserve Board, in establishing 
foreign branches, or in owning stocks 
of banks operating in foreign countries.

‘ do not speculate as to what “Shylock” “might” be 
io the learned “literati,” but what he “is” to the 
public, and especially to children in the public 
schools, who view him just as Webster's Dictionary 
does, namely: As “a revengeful, merciless Jewish 
money lender,” to be hated and despised. 

We feel toward “Shylock” as the rabbit does in 
the hands of the vivisectionist. Can you blame 
us for protesting’? Nothing that provokes relig- 
ious feeling or friction should be permitted in the 
public schools, whether against Protestant, Catho- 
lic or Jew.

In the event of a breach of diplomatic relations 
between the United States and Austria, what will 
Germany do? Having avoided a direct breach 
with Germany by diplomatic means, will the 
breach come by way of her ally? 

We may assume that Germany knew in advance 
and approved the Austrian note. The alliance 
‘between the two countries is so close and so vital 
to the interests of both, it is incredible that there 


Governments in a crisis of this kind. 8 
Germany is not bound to act upon a mere sev- 
ering of diplomatic relations between her ally 
and America. But the first step towards unfriend- 
It is 
impossible to foresee the outcome. It may lead 
to the gravest consequences. 

Since Austria pleads that she is independent 
of Germany and is not cognizant of all the cor- 
respondence between Germany and America on 
their submarine controversy, her request for the 
individual legal maxims which the commander of 
the submarine is said to have violated” may prop- 
erly and wisely be granted. It will strengthen, 
not weaken, our demand, to have the basis of our 
action thoroughly stated and understood. Hav- 
ing defined where we stand, however, it is dif- 
ficult to see how the Washington Government can 
avoid insisting upon the logical demand. 

The last word has not yet been said. Austria 
has not refused to comply with our demands. 
She may be prepared to yield in the light of the 
information she asks. We hope so. If there is 
a chance of avoiding a break without sacrificing 
American honor and vital interest it should be 
grasped. 

We should not shut our eyes, however, to the 
gravity of the situation. It is acutely serious. 
We must prepare for eventualities. Preparedness 
never had more significance, more importance, 
than at this moment. 

We must stop the illegal and barbarous killing 
of Americans and destroying of American prop- 
erty on the high seas. We must defend our own 
rights and the laws of humanity. We have made 
up our minds to this and the Government at Wash- 
ington is evidently determined to stand on this 
platform, whatever may be the cost. 
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They talk of the pronunciation of Haig, but 
Tommy Atkins pronounces it ‘Aig. 
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THE BALEAN LOTTERY. 

It is felt that the allies have drawn a blank 
in both a military and diplomatic sense in the 
Balkans.—Foreign dispatch. 

Is it as good as a blank? What they have 
drawn seems to be something that needs large 
additions before it can be considered even a 
blank—a minus quantity, a red entry in the 
bank book, a card game ending with a big score 
in the ring,” a number that has to absorb other 
members before it is raised even to zero.

AMBULANCE-CHASING LAWYEBES. 

Backed by a new statute regulating more spe- 
cifically the practice of law, the St. Louis Bar 
Association plans a campaign on ambulance-chas- 
ers and others who prey on the victims of indus- 
trial accidents. 

When the body of a St. Louls man who met 
death in an East St. Louis accident was received 
by his family in this city it is said that the cards 
of several claim agents and lawyers who special- 
ize in damage suits were found stuffed into the 
pockets of the corpse or inserted in the lining of 
the coffin. And this does not illustrate the most 
unseemly of the methods of lawyers who will go 
to almost any length to obtain clients and to 
rob such clients after obtaining them. 

Court action by the Bar Association will help 
la suppressing these sharks, but it must be re- 
membered that effective means for their com- 
plete suppression may be provided in a work- 
men's compensation law, whereas other means 
will only palliate the evil. The Bar members 
should lend ‘their influence in the passage of 
adequate legislation of this character. The oppo- 
sition of the ambulance-chasers has been one ot 
the potent agencies in preventing its passage up 
to date.

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PIVE MILLIONS A YEAR FOR RAGTIME. 

Dr. Karl Muck, Boston Symphony Orchestra di- 
rector, says in the Craftsman that America is to 
develop the music of democracy, the distinctive 
music that shall be an expression of freedom for 
all the people. 
This idea is now found in the very quality of 
the land we live in, he says—in its vastness, its 
titanic grandeur, its unoccupied beautiful spaces. 
But the music that is to speak to us of Niagara, 
the Grand Canon at sunset Or in the moonlight, 
the limitiess piains veiled in rose and violet, other 
commandments for the liberation of the spirit to 
be read in the face of nature, is not yet written. 

And making known to us frankly the state of 
his mind, the good doctor does not see any signs 
indicating that it is very soon to be written. 
Proper effort with our children is our only hope, 
he thinks. No nation ever developed art through 
its grown-up people.” Great choruses must be 
established in the schools; also orchestras. Music 
must be endowed. Only the best music must be 
furnished. All other is not worth While. As; to 
“popular music,” there is no such thing as “good” 


popular music. Ragtime is an abomination. This 2x> 


is what Dr. Muck says about it: 

I think what you call here your ragtime is a 
peison. It poisons the very source of your 
musical growth, for it poisons the taste of 
the young. You cannot poison the spring of 
art and hope for a fresh, clear stream to flow 
out and enrich life. 


Interesting for their contrast as well as their 
optimism are the views of H. K. Moderwell, who 
defends ragtime in the manner of one’ writing 
with authority in the New Republic: 


If any musician does not feel in his heart 
the rhythmic complexities of ragtime, I shall 
not trust him to feel the rhythmic complexi- 
ties of Brahms. I cannot understand how a 
trained musician can overlook its purely 
technical features of interest. It has carried 
the complexities of the rhythmic subdivision 


of the measure to a point never before reached 
in the history of music. 


Is it or is it not a credit to us to have carried 
the complexities of the “rhythmic subdivision of 
the measure” to such perfectly unprecedented 
lengths? Who shall harmonize views so much in 
conflict? Booker Washington said his race would 
win respect when it had won material prosperity. 
Perhaps it is the same with the music his race 
originated. Of Lewis F. Muir’s Robert E. Lee,“ 
2,000,000 copies have been sold. Irving Berlin 
made $20,000 ont of- his Alexander's Ragtime 
Band.” Spontaneity with so much appeal is not 
to be damned. 

We are spending $5,000,000 a year on ragtime. 
When we are spending $10,000,000, can even 
symphony conductors fail to be moved at least to 
a decent respect for the opinions of so much of

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OPPORTUNITY ENOCKS ON A NEW DOOR. |' 


Whether or not Gen. John French has blun- 
dered at critical times, as is charged, he has 
at least made no satisfying record of positive ac- 
complishment during the 16 months he has held 
the chief British command in France. 

He has directed a splendid army made up of 
material which has proved itself at least the equal 
of the enemy when given a chance. But though 
greatly outnumbering that enemy within recent 
months, his forces, massed on a short extent of 
line, have made a poorer showing than the 
French, spread out more thinly over a longer 
line, have made in Champagne, in the Argonne 
and in Alsace-Lorraine. He did no better at 
Loos after the shortage in munitions had been 
changed into a surplus than he did at Neuve 
Chappelle. 

The reason for the resignations in recent weeks 
of two of the most capable fighters among his 
subordinate commanders, Gen. James Willcocks 
and Gen. Horace Smith-Dorien, is obscure, but 
they are popularly attributed to affronts to their 
experienced judgment caused by Gen. French's 
handling of the mighty issues of life, property 
and national perpetuity committed to his hands. 

The wisdom of this change, of other changes 
that would apply the strict rule of fitness as de- 
termined by military success cannot be doubted. 
France and Germany apply that test with unhesi- 
tating, drastic impartiality. The only question 
relates to the choice of Gen. Douglas Haig. With 
ge much at stake, blundering in this choice on the 
part of the powers-that-be in London will draw 
heavy penalties from history. 

Gen. Haig succeeds to the greatest opportunity 
given a British commander in a century. How 
will he utilize it? Is he a big enough man for 
the place? Neutral Interest in the events of the 
war, which has diminished lately, may be revived 
by his answer to these questions. 
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Germany not only officers its own great army, 
but furnishes leaders for its allies. The United 
States, if we are to be prepared, must have a 
large supply of capable officers.

Party, Thinks Army’s Victories 
Should Be Rewarded... 


LONDON, Deo, 17.—The Morning Post 
publishes the following special article 
by mall from Budapest of date of 
Deo. 7: 

“We had a sensational Parliament this 
morning. Count Michael Karolyi, header 
of the Independence party, demarded 
that the Government should make peace 
proposals to the enemy Powers. The 
speech, as it appeared in the evening 
papers, was very heavily censored, and 
all press messages for other countries 
which dealt with it were stopped by the 
censor. However, I have seen a verba- 
tim report, and I send the “ae nha, K- 
tracts: 

The Hungarian nation ni achieved 
everything we wished to achieve in the 
War. We have saved our country from 
invasion; we have saved the monarch 
and the throne. Neither the monarchy 
nor the throne nor our allles can de- 
mand anything more from the Hun- 
garian nation, which has given incon- 
trovertible proof that it was her sons 
whom the Emperor-King has to thank 
tor the inte ty of his empire. 

“Owing to the fact that it was the 
Hungarian army which has brought the 
War to the stage it has reached today, 
we have a perfect right to come forward 
with our claims tor, compensation. 

“First of all, we wanted to punish 
Servia for the murder of the Archduke 
and his consort. This we have done. 
We did not want territorial conquests. 
We have finished our task in the war 
and now what we want is that the polit- 
ical unity of the Hungarian nation 
should be recognized; that all attributes 
of a national state should be given to 
us; that economic independence should 
be granted, and, above all, that after all 
these sacrifices, peace should be re. 
stored, 

“We can happily. point out that we are 


in a position to offer peace terms to our 


enemies, We ‘have defeated all our ene- 
mies and, therefore, there would be no 
humiliation to us in taking the first. step 
in order to put an end to the destruction 
and wholesale. murder. 

“The Government has committed so 
many sins and blunders during the war 
and has tsed to such an extent the

German Teorpede Beat Trics to Take

LONDON, Dec. 17.—Another incident 
has been added to the unusual adven- 
tures of the American bark Andrew 
Welch, according to the Post's Stock- 
holm correspondent.

SAN BLAS, ‘FORBIDDEN COAST’ 
OF PANAMA, 70 BE COLONIZED 


Agreemént Reached Between Indians, 
Whe Have Resented Intrusion, 
and Republic. 

PANAMA, Dec. 17.—A start in the col- 
onization of the San Blas, or “forbid- 
den,“ coast of Pana.aa has been made 
in conformity with recent agreements 
between the San Blas Indians and the 
Government of the republic. President 
Porras has granted a concession to 
James M. Hyatt, an American, of Colon, 
to establish a large farming colony on 
the shores of Mandinga Bay, about fifty 

miles east of Colon. 

The contract grants Hyatt land on 
which the new town is to pe built. Im-

GIRL ARRESTED AS. 
WRITER OF MANY 
<=:| POISON PEN NOTES 


Postal Inspectors Declare Pris- 
oner Confessed to Writing 
Vicious Lttters for a Year. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec, 17.—By arresting 
Miss Theresa Samuels, member of a 
wealthy family in Goshen, N. V., at her 
home, yesterday, Postal Inspectors Dur- 
yea and Fitch say they captured the 
writer of the “poison pen” letters that 
in the last year have been sent to new- 
ly married or betrothed young women. 
some of them of great social promi- 
nence in New York city and Europe. 


The letters contained shocking charges 
against the young husbands or finan- 
cees. The tone of the missives was of 
the most objectionable character. 

The first publicity these letters ob- 
tained was six weeks ago, when a man 
took a letter his fiancee had received to 
a handwriting expert. Next another 
man came to the same expert with a 
letter, and during the week a third had 
sought his aid. Neither of the three 
men was acquainted with the others, 
but all quickly became brothers in 
misery. Inspectors Duryea and Fitch 
said after Miss Bamuels had been ad- 
mitted to 65000 bail, given by her broth- 
er. Sigmund Samuels, that she had con 
feased to the authorship of every one of 
the 20 letters which have come into the 
hands of the authorities in the last 
year. 

She Had No Grudge. 

“Were you acquainted with any of the 
persons to whom you wrote letters?“ 
she was asked. “Had you any grudge 
against any of them?’’ 

No.“ it is said Miss Sampels an 
swered. 1 just picked the names at 
random out of newspapers—names that 
appeared in the accounts of weddings 
or engagements.” 

“Have you ever had any love affair?’ 
es,“ the inspectors report she an- 
swered, “two years ago.“ 

When asked if this love affair had 
preyed upon her mind and caused her 
to write such scandalous letters, she re- 
plied: 

Perhaps it did.” 

Though Duryea and Fitch say Miss 
Samuels told them that all the women 
to whom she sent letters were unknown 
to her, three of the polson pen“ epistles 
went to a bride who lives in Goshen 
and from whom the authorities re- 
ceived their first clew by way af Charles 
Fitzpatrick, the Postmaster of Goshen 
The young woman thought she recoz 
nized the handwriting of Miss Samuels, 
but could not make a positive dden#iti- 
cation. But this established an espion- 
age at Goshen for letters in this hand 
writing and the other day there ap- 
peared a postal card in the outgoing 
mail addressed to the Putnam Publis)h- 
ing Co. in this city ordering a Shaks- 
pearlan calendar. It was signed with 
Miss Samuels’ name and gave her ad- 
dress. 

Has 20 “Poisen” Letters. 
Assistant United States Attorney Mc- 
Donald said this morning there were 
2% “poison” letters. Some had been 
mailed in New York City, some at Nar- 
ragansett Pier, some in Goshen. 

The last one known to have been re- 
ceived Was written Dec. ll on a posta! 
card from a train running between this 
city and Salamanca, N. . 
It was addressed to Miss Elsie Sey- 
del of 440 West 153d street, following the 
announcement of her engagement to 
Samuel Schary. The postal card was 
inclosed in an envelope, on the back 
of which was printed Private Pavilion, 
Mount Siani Hospital, Fifth avenue. 
One Hundred to One Hundred and First 
streets, New York.” 
An effort had been made to obliterate 
the printed matter by criss-crossing it 
with ink. 
The letter, minus unprintable phrases, 
reads: 
“Madame—I write to you at random, 
being an entire stranger to you but to 
put you wise te the fact that ——- — 
— ig my husband and the father of my 
twin babies, @ months old. He was 
forced to marry me by the irate father 
with a shotgun. What his offense is, it 
ie useless to relate. * * * 
“How can you claim others property? 
How he evidently had the cast-iron 
nerve as posing to you as a single fellow 
I cannot understand. So you better drop 
him at once or I will be after you. He 
is very much married, indeed. 
“He left me at the time my twins 
were born, saying he was going on a 
trip west and would return in six to 
eight weeks. I have never seen or heard 
anything of him since. It is only re- 
cently that I learned of his where- 
abouts, and will now make it hard for
